But 
the company commanders of the or­ 
ganized reserves would each just ten­ 
tatively select a building in the town 
or village as his headquarters and 
stand by, ready to proceed with the 
organization, equipment and train­ 
ing of his unit.

If it W’ere real 
mobilization, the men would be com­ 
ing in, first at their company or 
platoon headquarters in their home 
towns, and then through the neces­ 
sary weeks or months, gathering by 
regiments and brigades and divisions 
to be sent forward to 
their posts 
along the coast lines or elsewhere 
where the 
war 
emergency 
called 
them, 
“The thing that we have been try­ 
ing to do is to slash away the long 
delay of 1917 between the declaration 
of war and the time when the great 
cantonments were ready to receive 
the 30,000 
or 40,000 
or more men 
poured in upon them. As it has been 
now worked out, behind the first line 
defenses of the regular and national 
guard divisions, 
the organized re­ 
serves would gather first at their 
homes, living In their own homes 
while their company organization 
was perfected, their 
clothing 
and 
equipment 
supplied through their 
own divisional and regimental head­ 
quarters nearby. Then the battalions 
would be assembled, then the regi­ 
ments, the brigades and finally the 
divisions be brought together as go­ 
ing organizations in tho cantonments, 
each unit preserving the local, home­ 
town spirit that our war-time plan of 
1917 could not retain. 
“We are well on our way to suc­ 
cess in this plan. I have had ample 
proof this year not alone of the en­ 
thusiastic willingness of the national 
guardsmen and the regulars to play 
their part in it, but of the apprecia­ 
tion of the reserve officers of their 
place in the scheme and their eager­ 
ness to keep themselves fit and train­ 
ed to shoulder responsibilities that 
would be theirs in war. 
“It must be remembered that this 
is an economic voluntary affair, a ci­ 
tizen army 
composed 
of men who 
i fully appreciate 
their obligations. 
Without doubt the men who are wil­ 
ling to prepare for defense are most 
| alive to their civic duties. 
Such an 
organization will make for good citi­ 
zenship and is in reality an important 
move for peace.”

A very successful dem onstration of 
the value of using good seed potatoes 
and 
fertilizing 
potato 
fields 
was 
given by R. S. Clough, farm agent, to 
a number o potato growers of the 
county on the farm of Milt Smith, four 
m iles south of Sedalia W ednesday ev­ 
ening. 
An increased yield of forty bushels 
to the acre was observed in the dem­ 
onstration field of Mr. Sm ith due to 
fertilization. 
Unfertilized 
ground 
yielded seventy-one bushels to the 
acre w hile the fertilized ground pro­ 


duced one hundred and eleven bush­ 
els, of a som ewhat superior quality. 
This substantial Increase ln yield was 
due also, according to Mr. Clough, to 
the use of good quality of northern 
seed potatoes as against the home va­ 
riety. 
The use of corrosive sublimate to 
combat scab on potatoes was elso 
noted. 
Seed potatoes covered with 
scab given 
the 
treatment 
before 
planting by Mr. Smith produced a 
potato quite free from the parasitic 
growth.
